Shall  we  give  a tenth!  From  the  lawn 
of  their  history  the  Lord  commanded  and 
accepted  and  approved  and  rewarded  the 
tithes  of  the  ancient  Jews;  and  whether  or 
not  “thus  saith  the  Lord”  to  any  later  pe<v 
ples,  who  will  aver  that  the  law  of  the  tenth 
has  ever  been  repealed!  Only  infrequently 
did  the  Lord  uimiii  earth  even  allude  to  it; 
once  with  more  than  implied  approval . a 
few  times,  as  a law  and  a custom  already  in 
existence,  recognized,  unquestioned;  but 
never  at  any  time  with  even  a suggestion  of 
adverse  comment  or  criticism  The  Bible 
all  through  teaches  proportionate  giving:

.The  limited  enthusiasm  and  liberality  with 
which  atjme  of  our  churches  Mini  gi'ers  are 
coming  jo  respond  to  the  distressing  needs 
that  every  year  confront  each  of  our  denom- 
inational mission  hoards  ia  in  part  a result 
of  the  inr  re  axing  number  of  extra  denomina- 
tional religions  movement*. 

When  [too  many  general*  are  giving  or- 
ders, th$  private  soldiers  hmjome  confused. 
The  apripal*  of  the  established  agencies  of 
the  dcnominat ion  to  the  church*-*  to  carry 
on  if  k appointed  work  often  fall  on  Hat  less 
ear*  because  those  ears  have  Heroine  attuned 
to  the  novel  appeal*  of  the  expert  maker* 
of  appeijls  from  the  outside.  fhese  extra 
denominational  *|siaker*  and  organizers 
conic  with  such  plan*  for  progre**  as  seem 
good  to  jhem.  nnd  set  them  forth  with  adroit 
ness,  the  spice  of  novelty  and  the  eclat  of 
a bread  th  that  is  divorced  from  all  of  the 

“ narrowness”  of  “*petariam*m. 

The  .jxperta  do  not  habit  ually  say  much 
aliout  this  narrowness,  when  they  intimate  a 
local  campaign.  In  fact  their  success  de- 
pend* upon  the  -fieople  *a'"d  and  trained 
for  Roruiee  by  these  same  sectaries.

Your  thought*  tTeeda,  very  life 
are  woven  into  the  delicate  fabrics 
of  this  boy’s  life.  Yet  we — re- 
sponsible for  all  the  boy  is  or  will 
be — (his  innate  nature  only  ex- 
cluded)— spurn  him  if  he  does  not 
eonform  to  OUT  ideal  of  manhood. 
His  every  incorrigible  expression 
can  be  traced  to  an  invidious  itn- 
prqksion;  he  is  the  reflector  that 
is  sending  hack  to-  us  the  efful- 
gent light  and  hope  which  are 
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Did  you  ever  stop  to  consider  how 
REAL  life  is?  There  are  many 
people  who  think  bat  lightly  of  the 
seriousness  of  life,  and  neglect  to 
grasp  the  golden  opportunities  that 
are  ever  presenting  themselvep. 
Woijld  that  we  possessed  the  spirit 
of  those  Immortal  words  of  Bryant: 
"So  live  each  day  that  when  thy  sum- 
mons comes  to  join  the  innumerable 
caravan  that  moves  to  that  myster- 
ious realm  where  each  shall  take  his 
chamber  in  the  silent  halls  of  death, 
thou  go  not  as  the  quarry  slave  at 
night,  scourged  to  his  dungeon,  but 
sustained  and  Boothed  by  an  unfal- 
tering trust.  Approach  thy  grave 
like  one  who  wraps  the  draperies  of 
his  couch  about  him  and  lies  down  to 
pleasant  dreams." 
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
